BALTIMOJIE, June 4.—The discovery 


has been made here that the Johnson 
island, of which England and Hawaii 
want possession, and to secure which 
vessels from each of these governments 
are now racing across the Pacific, be- 
longs to the United States. Mr. Victor 
L. Smith, a prominent Baltimore law- 
yer, makes the claim, and offers data 
to prove his assertion. 


He says the island was discovered in 


1857 
by a man named Parker, who 


found a guano deposit upon it, and who 
subsequently Sold his interest to the 
United States Guano Co., which filed 
its claim with the department at Wash- 
ington. Soon after this the Hawaiian 
government claimed ownership of the 
island and sent a force to take posses- 
sion.
